Residents Urged to Support 
Alternative Funding for 
Romulus Fire Department

On Monday, March 9, 1992, Chief 
William Greenslait of the Romulus Fire 
Department went before the Romulus 
City Council to ask for its authorization 
for and support of an alternative method 
of funding the department. Such funding 
would enable the department to main- 
tain its current level of service to the 
community in the face of proposed bud- 
get cuts. 

Greenslait asked the Council to au- 
thorize Romulus firefighters to approach 
those Romulus residents registered to 
vote, and ask them to sign a petition in 
support of putting a proposal for a two- 
mill Fire Department fund on the ballot in 
a future election. Support for Greenslait's 
proposal was granted by the Council. 

Councilman Russell Lambert volun- 
teered to act as liaison between the 
Council and City firefighters. 

Greenslait also met with the Police 
and Fire Safety Commission on Wednes- 
day, March 17, and gained their support 
of the proposed petition drive as well. 

The City attorney will draft the lan- 
guage of the petition. After the approval 
of the State Attorney General, and with 
the authorization of Governor John 
Engler, it is hoped that the proposed 
millage levy will be placed on the 
November 1992 ballot. 

The Romulus News is in full support 
of this endeavor by our resident City 
firefighters. 

The Romulus Fire Department re- 
cently received a grant allotment of 500 
smoke detectors from the National Asso- 
ciation of State Fire Marshals. These 
smoke detectors are to be installed inthe

Even though the weather doesn't 
look like spring, the calendar says that it 
has arrived. With spring comes bicyclists, 
and we, as motorists, must be aware cf 
the potential dangers that are always 
presented by bikers, whether they are 
older, experienced people or young first-

timers. We must also be aware of the . 


laws that govern bicyclists on the road- 

ways so that bicycles and motor vehicles 

can share the roadway safely and effi- 
ciently. The laws that govern bicyclists 
come from the Michigan Motor Vehicle 

Code, the very same code that governs 

motorists. 

Here are a few reminders for us all. 

* Bicyclists are prohibited on limited- 
access highways (I-94 and |-275). 

* Bicyclists must obey the instructions 
of official traffic-control signals, signs, 
and other control devices applicable 
tovehicles, unless otherwise directed 
by a police officer. 

* Bicyclists must obey signs indicating 
that right, left, or U-turns are prohib- 
ited by dismounting and making such 
movements as governed by pedes- 
trian laws. 

* Bicyclists must propel their bicycle 
astride a permanent and regular seat 
attached to the bicycle, and must not 
ride passengers unless the bicycle is 

' designed to carry a passenger. 

* Bicyclists shall ride as near to the 
right-hand side of the roadway as 
practicable and shall exercise due 
care when passing a standing vehicle 
or a vehicle proceeding in the same 
direction. 

* Bicyclists shall not pass betweenlines 
of traffic, but may pass in an unoccu- 
pied lane on the left of traffic moving 
in his/her direction in the case of a 
two-way street and on the left or right 
of traffic in the case of a one-way 
street. 

* Bicyclists shall not ride more than two 
abreast. 

« When ausable path for bicyclists has 
been provided adjacent to a roadway, 
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bicyclists shall use such paths and 
not the roadway. 

¢ Bicyclists shall not operate a bicycle 
at a speed greater thanis reasonable 
and prudent under the conditions 
which exist. 

* Bicyclists shall yield the right-of-way 
whenever emerging from alleys and 
driveways. 

* Bicyclists shall keep both hands on 
the handlebars at all times. 

* Bicyclists shall not park bicycles on 
sidewalks if such action would ob- 
struct pedestrians. 

° Bicyclists operating on sidewalks must 
yield the right-of-way to pedestrians 
and give an audible signal before 
overtaking and passing. 

e Bicycles used at nighttime shall be 
equipped with a headlamp and a red 
rear reflector. A red rear reflector is 
still required even if the bicycle is 
equipped with a red rear light. 

* Bicycles must be equipped with warn- 
ing bells. 

° Bicycles must be equipped with 
brakes. 

The purpose behind all of these rules 
is SAFETY. If you violate any of these 
laws, you are subject to traffic citations 
just as motorists are. 

In 1991, three bicyclists were killed 
in Romulus. Two died as a result of 
violating bicycle laws; the third was killed 
by a reckless driver.

A Quit Claim Deed does not guaran- 
tee title. A Warranty Deed guarantees 
title to the land.

Here's How To Catch Mr. Big-eye!

Sport-fishing Charters (941-3529) 

By the time you read this article, | 
should have my walleye for 1992cleaned 
and in the freezer! April is my favorite 
time to catch Mr. Big-eye. The truth is, 
April is the only month that Yours Truly 
catches fish for his own freezer! My char- 
ters begin May 1, and! don't put anymore 
fish in my freezer until September. 

The tackle that | use is a five-foot, 
light-action rod, a spinning reel with eight- 
poundtest, and aone-half-ounce to three- 
eighths-ounce lead-head jig with a Mis- 
ter Twister. Also, | tip the jig with a min- 
now and attach a stinger hook (a very 
small treble hook) to the jig. Colors: char- 
treuse or white. Location: the Detroit 
River in plain view of the Ambassador 
Bridge. (Take Outer Drive to West Jeffer- 
son; go north into River Rouge; locate 
the industrial park on the east side; go 
into the park to Belanger Drive and follow 





parking and a pretty good launch site.) 

Start fishing right outside the launch 
area. The current will push your drift 
south past Great Lakes Steel. When you 
pass the marina, start your boat, head 
back to the launch site, and start your 
drift again. | have had very good luck just 
inside the large piling by the warm-water 
outlet just south of the launch. Concen- 
trate heavily in this area. | have taken 
steelhead from this area. You will be 
fishing in 10 to 20 feet of clear water; let 
the jig go to the bottom, take up the slack, 
and start your jig the last two feet. Most 
of your strikes will come onthe fall, so be 
ready. Ifthe windis calm, your drift will be 
perfect. If the wind picks up out of the 
north, you will have to back-troll. 

Remember: at the beginning of this 
article, | talked about catching Mr. Big- 
eye; try and release Mrs. Big-eye so that 
she can continue her spawn!

Eagle Tennis Players Bring 
Talent, Experience to '92 Team 


For some people, the spring season 
is heralded not by budding leaves, nest- 
ing birds, or (untilthis year) Ernie Harwell's 
broadcast of the Tigers’ season opener, 
but by two little words: "Tennis anyone?"

Jon Devereaux, who split time be- 
tween #2 singles and #1 doubles last 
year, is a perfect example of the well- 
rounded student-athlete: besides excel- 
ling in the sports of tennis and soccer, he 
set a School record with a 45-yard field 
goal as a kicker for the football team last 
fall — and, as a member of the National 
Honor Society, he maintains a3.8 grade- 
point average. Devereaux puts more 
English on the ball than any other Romu- 
lus player. He likes to serve and volley, 
and has a great touch at the net. His 
stepbrother, Anthony Quimby, should 
help the team as a first-year player. 
Brian Molenda (junior, 6'0", 175 Ibs.) 

With his 4.0 grade-point average, 
membership in the National Honor Soci- 


ety, and position on the varsity basket- 
ball team, Brian Molenda is also a fine 
example of the student-athlete. Molenda 
— who was mainly a doubles player as a 
freshman—played #3 and #4 singles and 
teamedwith Jennifer Daniel at#1 doubles 
as asophomore. Aconsolation winner in 
the News-Herald Invitational at #4 
singles, he has a special talent for return- 
ing shots while waiting for his opponent 
to make mistakes. Molenda has a con- 
sistent baseline stroke, but needs to work 
on his shot placement.

He made the most 
of his chance at #4 singles when moved 
up against Monroe Jefferson late in the 
season. McCain has the best stroke tech- 
nique on the squad, but needs to devel- 
op consistency to hold on to the singles 
spot.

Keith Parks, who played #3 doubles 
with partner Susan Molenda last year, 
will challenge for a singles spot but prob- 
ably play #1 doubles. An aggressive net 
player, he earned fine victories against 
Belleville and New Boston Huron last 
year. Parks has a powerful forehand, but 
needs to develop abackhand to go along 
with it.

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What About Your Parenting Style?

As children reach adolescence, par- 
ents often express a fear and trembling 
about how they themselves will survive 
their teen's years from age 13 through 
18. Most adolescents ride arollercoaster 
of moods and usually take parents along 
for the ride. In an attempt to define her 
own values, a normal teen begins to 
question her parents' values and rules, 
testing what she has, inthe past, accept- 
ed as truth. This questioning may take 
the form of an argument, or may mean 
that your teen will experiment with new 
behaviors. It can wreak havocina family 
that previously had a relatively peaceful 
household. Preparing children for the 
transition into adulthood with positive 
messages during preadolescence makes 
for a healthier, happier adult. Still, it is 
difficult for parents to maintain a positive 
attitude during the turbulent teen years. 

It helps for parents to recognize their 
parenting style. Do you recognize these 
replies? 

"Why? Because | said so!” 

"You're just akid; what do you know?" 

"As long as you're living under my 
roof, you'll do as | say!" 

These statements indicate the use 
of an authoritarian approach. An authori- 
tarian usually leaves no room for discus- 
sion or consideration of the teenager's 
feelings. These statements shut teens 
down and leave them frustrated — and, 
therefore, sometimes rebellious. An au- 
thoritarian approach chips away at the 
teen's self-esteem and promotes the feel- 
ing that the teenis incapable of decision- 
making or responsible behavior. He feels 
powerless. 

As the teen becomes more assertive 
in a quest for power, parents may begin 
to feel powerless. Many view their child 
as uncontrollable. A common tendency 
is for parents to take a more permissive 
approach. Have you ever said, "She's a 
teenager now, you know, and | can't tell 
her what to do," or"I can't wait till he's old 
enough to be on his own; | can't do 
anything with him"? These statements, 
in effect, tell our kids that teen years are 
something to be dreaded; that teenagers 
are not likable. Permissive parents may 
let their child do whatever he wants to do. 
Permissive parents tend to think that 
their child no longer needs and will not 
accept direction. This is a common 
misconception. 

You can help your child through the 
turbulence. Adopt a new, "democratic" 
approach. Engage in a true discussion. 
Learn how to compromise by letting your 
child voice her opinion about problems. 
Ask your child what he thinks the conse- 
quences of certain behaviors will be. 
Don'tjust tell him what you think they are. 
Help your teen to see that she is in 
charge of her own behavior by allowing 
her to’ experience the consequences of 





that behavior. 

Your teen needs you to set limits. 
Agree on a few basic house rules and 
establish the consequences of breaking 
those rules. Then enforce the rules by 
making sure that your teen experiences 
the logicalconsequences. Enforcing logi- 
cal consequences takes time and en- 
ergy, but your reward will be a respon- 
sible, more pleasant, less angry young- 
adult. 

Your teen also needs you to listen. 
Providing a sounding board for your teen 
is easier than it sounds and harder than 
you may think. It requires your silence 
most of the time. It requires that you put 
away your anecdotes, your experiences, 
and your advice, and simply listen. Re- 
peat to your child what you thought you 
heard him say; if he says that you heard 
wrong, acknowledge it. Don't try to tell 
your child how she should feel. Rather, 
ask her how she feels about a friend, an 
event, etc. Never mock what you hear. 
Your commitment to nonjudgmental lis- 
tening and a more democratic approach 
will insure that you know your son or 
daughter better, and will make for a 
smoother transition into adulthood—and, 
thus, a happier family. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health
